Shafai, who was educated in Russia, was 
previously a military attache in Moscow, and was a member of the 
Iranian delegation at Stalin's funeral. - 

M Comment: The Soviet Union has held $12,000,000 
of Iranian gold since its occupation of northern Iran in 1941. 

The appointment of Shafai, who is pro-Soviet, 
would suggest a desire to seek a solution of current Iranian-Soviet dif- 
ferences. Mossadeq may believe that overtures to the USSR will help 
persuade the United States to give him financial aid.

The American Embassy in Moscow states thgt3(h)(2) 
the Pravda attac.k against S. D. Ignatiev" is the 
first such criticism of a Central Committee 
Secretariat member for many years. The Embassy notes that interfactional problems were apparently not resolved 

at the time of Ignatiev's appointment to the Secretariat on '7 March. 

Ignatiev's earlier experience as a party worker 
for the Secretariat might identify him as a Malenkov" protege, although 
evidence of this is meager and the various personality alignments are 
still too unclear to be assessed. At the same time, the dominant party

leadership may be attempting to foster the impression that Malenkov's 
promise, made at Stalin's funeral, to protect individual rights is being 
carried out.
